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REPORT. 





HEREWITH is submitted the Report containing the usual details as to the 
Births, Deaths, and Marriages registered throughout Scotland during 
the year 1900, in the 1072 Registration Districts into which it is divided. 
There is also submitted the Thirty-sixth Report on Vaccination, in which 
all the available information is given in respect to the working of the 
Scottish Vaccination Act, and especially in relation to the vaccination of 
children born in Scotland during 1899.

a greater proportion than since the same year, and the marriages a lower 
proportion than‘for the last two years, each in accordance with the estimated 
population. — : 

The excess of births over deaths is 49,088. 


BIRTHS. 


131,855 births were registered throughout Scotland during 1900, 
being at the rate of 3:04 per cent., or 304 for every ten thousand of the 
population: 67,178 of these were males and 64,177 females. 

Tables IV. and V. afford information as to the number and proportion 
of births in the five groups of Registration districts into which Scotland is 
primarily divided. In the Principal Town districts the registered births 
amount to 57,098, equivalent to 3:18 in every hundred of the inhabitants resid- 
ing therein, the males numbering 29,205, the females 27,893; in the Large 
Town districts the total number is 18,691, or in the proportion of 3:21 per 
cent. of the inhabitants, the males being 9540, the females 9151; in the 
Small Town districts the births are 28,457, or 3°14 per cent. of the popula- 
tion, males 14,534, females 13,923; in the Mainland-Rural districts the 
natal events are 24,531, or in the ratio of 2°70 per cent. of the population, 
males 12,543, females 11,988; in the Insular-Rural districts the births are 
2578, corresponding to 2°14 per cent. of the estimated population, the 
males numbering’ 1356, the females 1222. From these proportions the 
highest birth-rate occurred in the Large Town districts, followed by that 
in the Principal Town districts, Small Town districts, Mainland-Rural 
districts, being lowest in the Insular-Rural districts. 

Of the total 131,355 births, 8503, or 6:5 per cent. of all, are illegitimate. 
This rate varies considerably in the five districts, ranging from 8°5 per cent. 
in the Mainland-Rural districts to 4°9 per cent. in the Large Town 
districts; in the Principal Town districts being 6:4 per cent., in the Small 
Town. districts 6°0 per cent., and in the Insular-Rural districts 5°5 per 
cent. of the total births.

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births during the year were illegitimate, followed by the North-Eastern 
with 11-1 per cent. of like nature, the Northern division with 7:4 per cent., 
the Hast-Midland division with 7:0 per cent., the South-Eastern with 6°5 
per cent., the North-Western with 5:8 per cent., the South-Western with 
5°3 per cent., and the West-Midland with 4°6 per cent. In the counties 
the rate varies from 13:2 per cent., the highest, in Wigtown, to 3°5 per 
cent., the lowest, in Dumbarton. In seven counties the rate is over 10:0 
per cent., that in Kirkcudbright being 11:0 per cent.,in Dumfries 12:1 
per cent., in Elgin 12:2 per cent., in Banff 12°4 per cent., and in Wigtown 
13°2 per cent. 

Of the total 131,355 births during the year, 67,178 were boys and 
64,177 girls, so that for every 100 of the latter sex 104°7 boys were born, 
this proportion varying but little in the Principal Town, Large Town, 
Small Town, and Mainland-Rural districts, but being 111:0 to 100 in the 
Insular-Rural districts. (Table V.) 

Births were registered throughout the country in largest numbers 
during June, when they were at the rate of 381 per diem, followed by 
April with 378 daily, January with 377, May with 373, March with 372, 
July with 367, October with 364, August with 361, February with 354, 
Rebigtiber with 345, November with 324, and December with 320. 


DEATHS. 


The number of deaths registered throughout Scotland during the year 
was 82,267, being in the proportion of 1°91 per cent., or 191 in every ten 
thousand of the population as estimated, and is a higher rate than for any 
year since 1896. 

The mortality-rate varies in each of the five districts, being 205 per 
ten thousand of the computed population in the Principal Town districts ; 
in the Large Town districts it is 190, in the Small Town districts it is 181, 
in the Mainland-Rural districts it is 174, and in the Insular-Rural districts 
it is 179 per ten thousand of the inhabitants of the same. 

The average number of daily deaths was greatest in February, 332, 
followed by January with 274 per diem, March with 268, April with 242, 
December with 215, November with 218, May with 212, October with 202, 
June with 194, July with 190, September with 187, the lowest average 
daily mortality occurring during August, 184. 


MARRIAGES. 


32,449 marriages were registered in Scotland during the year 1900, 
being at the rate of 75 for every ten thousand of the population, a some- 
what lower rate than that for the two previous years. | 

The marriage-rate is highest in the Principal Town districts, where it 
is 93 per ten thousand of the populet: on; in the Large Town districts it is 
76, in the Small Town districts it 1s 68, in the Mainland-Rural districts it 
18 58, and in the Insular-Rural districts it is 36. 

The largest number of marriages was registered during the month of 
June, followed in decreasing numbers by December, January, July, April, 
September, October, November, August, February, March, and May with 
the fewest.

EIGHT OF THE PRINCIPAL TOWNS OF SCOTLAND. 


The following remarks are made with reference to events which 
occurred in Hight of the Principal Towns in Scotland, and are obtained 
from materials furnished weekly by the Registrars of the following 
towns, viz., Glasgow, Edinburgh, Dundee, Aberdeen, Leith, Paisley, 
Greenock, and Perth, and it is believed that facts relating to them will be 
found to apply to a considerable extent to the country at large. 


BIRTHS IN THESE EIGHT TOWNS. 


The births registered as occurring in these Hight Towns during the 
year under review amount to 49,978, being in the ratio of 311 in every ten 
thousand of their population as estimated. The highest rate was in 
Greenock, the lowest in Perth. In the former city the rate is 364 per ten 
thousand of its inhabitants, followed by Aberdeen with a birth-rate of 332, 
Glasgow coming next with one of 327, Leith with one of 319, Paisley with 
one of 314, Dundee with one of 281, Edinburgh with one of 269, and Perth 
with one of 257. 

Of the total 49,978 births, 3395, or 6°8 per cent. of the whole, are 
illegitimate. 

In Dundee 8°8 per cent. of the births are of this nature, in Aberdeen 
it is 8:1 per cent., in Edinburgh it is 7°8 per cent., in Perth it is 7:1 per 
cent., in Glasgow it is 6°5 per cent., in Paisley it is 4°8 per cent., in 
Leith it is 4°4 per cent., and in Greenock it is 3°5 per cent. 

Table VIII. gives the percentage of illegitimate children born during 
the year to the possible mothers—1z.e., the unmarried females and widows, 
between 15 and 45 years of age, presumed to be residing in these towns. 
Thus in Aberdeen there were 1°72 children born out of wedlock to every 
hundred such possible mothers, in Glasgow 1°57, in Dundee 1:48, in Leith 
1:24, in Edinburgh 1:18, in Perth 1:14, in Greenock 1:05, and in Paisley 
0°94: 

Of the total children born during the year in the Hight Towns, 25,589 
were of the male sex and 24,389 of the female, the proportion of boys to 
oirls being as 104°9 is to 100. 


DEATHS IN THESE EIGHT TOWNS. 


33,368 deaths were registered in these towns during the year, males 
16,755, females 16,613, together representing a rate of 208 in every ten 
thousand of their inhabitants. 

Table VIII. indicates the death-rate in each town, that in Perth being 
229 per ten thousand of its population, in Glasgow it is 220, in Greenock 
it is 214, in Paisley it is 205, in Dundee it is 202, in Aberdeen it is 198, 
in Edinburgh it is 194, and in Leith it is 157. Table IX. allows of a com- 
parison being made between those rates and the corresponding for 1899, 
and also the mean for a decennium. The rate for the present year shows 
an increase in the case of Glasgow, Dundee, Aberdeen, Paisley, and Perth, 
when compared with what it was in these towns last year, a decrease 
occurring in the others. .

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Table X. affords some information as to the mortality during the year 
among young children in these towns. In one column is the percentage 
of deaths among such children—viz., under five years of age—for each town, 
and in the next is the percentage of deaths among the same when compared 
with the total mortality. Thus it is seen that in Glasgow 69 out of every © 
1000 children presumably alive under five years of age succumbed during 
the year, in Greenock the number is 64, in Dundee it is 60, in Aberdeen 
and in Paisley it is 56, in Edinburgh it is 53, in Perth it is 48, and in 
Leith it is 43. Again, from the last column in the Table it appears that 
39°8 per cent. of the total mortality in Glasgow occurred among such 
young children, in Greenock 37°6 per cent., in Leith 35:4 per cent., in 
Paisley 35:2 per cent., in Aberdeen 35'1 per cent., in Dundee 34°38 per 
cent., in Edinburgh 29:0 per cent., and in Perth 23:2 per cent. 

Tables XI. and XII. present the rate of mortality due to various classes 
of disease and to the more important causes of death in each of the Hight 
‘Towns, such rate being calculated in the former Table with reference to the 
estimated population, and in the latter with reference to the total deaths 
from all causes, allowance being made in all cases for the causes of death 
not precisely specified. 

The percentage of deaths from Zymotic diseases was 0:285 on the 
total estimated population of the towns, forming 13°75 per cent. of the total 
mortality occurring therein. Such causes proved fatal to 0°337 per cent. of 
the population of Glasgow, to 0°320 per cent. of that of Greenock, to 0°313 
per cent. of that of Paisley, to 0:271 per cent. of that of Aberdeen, to 0°264 
per cent. of that of Perth, to 0°231 per cent. of that of Edinburgh, to 0-219

The 
percentages of deaths from those same diseases to the total deaths are 15°27 
in Glasgow, 15:26 in Paisley, 14°93 in Greenock, 13°73 in Aberdeen, 11:90 
in Edinburgh, 11°52 in Perth, 10°83 in Dundee, and 8°73 in Leith. 

In Glasgow, out of every hundred deaths 4-40 were due to Hooping 
Cough, 2°86 to Measles, 2:00 to Diarrhoea and Dysentery, 1°30 to Scarlet 
Fever, 1:23 to Infiuenza, 1:13 to Fevers (of which 0:12 are Typhus and 
0°98 Enteric), 0°81 to Diphtheria, and 0:26 to Smallpox. 

In Edinburgh, the percentage of deaths from Influenza is 2°96, from 
Measles 2°20, from Diarrhceal affections 1:94, from Diphtheria 1:09, from 
Hooping Cough 1:04, from Scarlet Fever 0:56, and from Fevers 0°53, of 
which 0:05 is Typhus and 0°48 Enteric or Typhoid. 

In Dundee, Diarrhceal affections are the cause of 3°76 per cent. of the 
total deaths, Measles is the cause of 1:95 per cent., Influenza of 1°83 per 
cent., Hooping Cough of 1°15 per cent., Diphtheria of 0°65 per cent., Fevers 
of 0°36 per cent. (equally divided between Typhus and Enteric), and Scarlet 
Fever of 0°12 per cent. 

In Aberdeen, the percentage of deaths from Hooping Cough is 3:17, 
from Influenza 2°78, from Diarrhoea and Dysentery 2°64, from Measles 1:97, 
from Diphtheria 1:02, from Fevers 0°46 (all Enteric), and from Scarlet 
Fever 0°32.

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In Leith, Diarrhoea and Dysentery is the cause of 2°20 per cent. of all 
the deaths, Hooping Cough of 1:47 per cent., Measles and Influenza each of 
1:39 per cent., Diphtheria of 0°65 per cent., and Fevers (all Typhoid), of 
0:24 per cent. 

In Paisley, 3°42 per cent. of the deaths is due to Measles, 2°62 per 
cent. to Diarrhceal affections, 2°30 per cent. to Hooping Cough, 
2°12 per cent. to Scarlet Fever, 1°62 per cent. to Influenza, 1:18 per cent. 
to Fevers (all Enteric), and 0°93 per cent. to Diphtheria. 

In Greenock, Hooping Cough is the ascribed cause of 5°72 per cent. 
of the mortality, Diarrhoea and Dysentery of 2°71 per cent., Diphtheria of 
1:78 per cent., Fevers of 1:0 per cent. (0:08 of this Typhus, and 0°93 
Enteric), Scarlet Fever and Influenza each of 0:93 per cent., and Measles of 
0:70 per cent. 

In Perth, in every hundred deaths, 4°13 are due to Hooping Cough, 
3°56 to Influenza, 1:00 to Diarrhoea and Dysentery, 0°85 to Diphtheria, 
0:71 to Measles, and 0:43 to Fevers, (all being Enteric or Typhoid.) 

In the aforesaid Hight Towns collectively there were registered 
during the year 1057 deaths from Hooping Cough, being at the rate of 
3°20 per cent. of the total mortality, and in the proportion of 66 in 
each ten thousand of their inhabitants. Measles caused 798 deaths, or 
2°42 per cent. of all deaths, and equal to 4°9 in each ten thousand of 
population. Diarrhcea and Dysentery caused 750 deaths, 2°27 per cent. of

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all, and equal to 4°7 per ten thousand inhabitants. To Influenza 594 
deaths are ascribed, 1:80 per cent. of the whole, and 3:7 per ten thousand. 
Scarlet fever caused 302 exits, equal to 0°91 per cent. of all the deaths, 
and 1:9 in every ten thousand. Diphtheria caused 297 deaths in those 
towns, or 0:90 per cent. of all, and 1:9 in every ten thousand. Fevers 
caused 276 deaths, or 0°84 per cent. of all, and 1°7 in each ten thousand ‘of 
the population, Enteric causing 242 deaths, Typhus 29, Cerebro-Spinal 
Fever 1, and Simple or Ill-defined 4. From Smallpox this year there are 
42 deaths, all in Glasgow, being at the rate of 0°13 per cent. of all deaths 
in the towns together, and 0°26 per cent. of the deaths in Glasgow alone. 

The total number of deaths from diseases of a Zymotic character in the 
Hight Towns is 4543, and is the cause of 13°75 per cent. of the,total 
mortality, and equal to 28°5 in every ten thousand of their inhabitants. 
Syphilis causes 145 deaths, Hrysipelas 61, and Puerperal Fever 94. 

Diseases of a Constitutional nature caused 6355 deaths, or 19°23 per 
cent. of all the deaths in these towns, and equal to 39°9 per ten thousand 
of the inhabitants of the same. Rheumatism and Rheumatic Fever caused 
170 deaths. Cancer caused 1396, equal to 4°23 per cent. of all, or 8:8 deaths 
in every ten thousand of population, and most apparent in Hdinburgh, 
Greenock, and Perth. To Phthisis 3117 deaths are due, 9°43 per cent. of the 
total mortality, and equivalent to 19°6 deaths per ten thousand of the 
inhabitants, Glasgow, Dundee, and Perth showing the highest rate to 
population. Tubercular Meningitis caused 535 deaths, Tabes Mesenterica 
44.5, and other forms of Scrofulous disease 370. 

From Diseases of the Nervous System there are 3689 deaths, or 11°16 
per cent. of all, and equal to 23:2 exits im each ten thousand of the 
population of the eight towns. The percentage of such deaths to those 
from all causes was 13°95 in Paisley, 13°61 in Greenock, 13°51 in Perth, 
12:04 in’ Aberdeen, 11°34 in Edinburgh, 11°33 in Dundee, 10°45 in 
Glasgow, and 9°71 in Leith; the rate per thousand of population being 
31:0 in Perth, 29:2 in Greenock, 28°7 in Paisley, 23°8 in Aberdeen, 23:0 
in Glasgow, 22°9 in Dundee, 22:0 in Edinburgh, and 15-2 in Leith. 

Diseases of the Organs of Circulation account for 2768 deaths, or 8°38 
per cent. of all, and at a rate of 17°4 in every ten thousand of the 
inhabitants. Leith shows a percentage of 10°53 on the gross mortality, 
followed by Aberdeen with one of 10°31, Edinburgh with one of 10:16, 
Dundee 9°91, Perth 9°82, Greenock 9°05, Paisley 7:97, and Glasgow 6°82. 
To Diseases of the Respiratory Organs (Phthisis excluded) 6862 
deaths are due, or 20°77 per cent. of the total mortality, and 43:1 in 
every ten thousand of the inhabitants. Glasgow stands first with 23-30 
per cent. of its total mortality thus accounted for, followed by Dundee 
with 22°78 per cent., Paisley with 18:06 per cent., Perth with 17-92 per 
cent., Leith with 17°47 per cent., Aberdeen with 17°39 per cent., Greenock 
with 17:25 per cent., and Edinburgh with 16°83 per cent. Bronchitis 
caused 3035 deaths, or 9°19 per cent. of the whole mortality, and 19:1 in 
every ten thousand of the inhabitants. Pneumonia caused 3139 deaths, 
9-50 per cent. of all, and at the rate of 19°7 to population as_ before. 
Pleurisy caused 164 deaths, and Croup 54. 

From Diseases of the Digestive Organs there are 2325 deaths, being 
7°04 per cent. of all, and in the proportion of 14°6 per ten thousand of the 
inhabitants. Enteritis is the cause of 655 deaths, Peritonitis of 320, 
Dentition of 188, and Liver Disease of 274, 
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Diseases of the Urinary Organs caused 862 deaths, 2°61 per cent. of 
all, or 5°3 in every ten thousand of population. Acute Nephritis 
caused 229 and Bright’s Disease 446 of the above. 

Premature Birth accounts for 955 deaths, Congenital Malformations 
for 245, and Old Age for 1254. 

Atrophy and Debility are the ascribed cause of 1021 exits, and in 327 
cases the cause is not specified or is ill-defined. 

Violence caused 1396 deaths, or 4°23 per cent. of the total mortality, 
and 8°8 for every ten thousand of the population. 1329 of those are due 
to Accident or Negligence, 6 are Homicidal, and 61 Suicidal. 117 deaths 
are due to Intemperance. 

The Suicides were effected as follows :—Hanging 22, Cut Throat 19, 
Drowning 8, Shooting 6, Precipitation 2, Poisoning 2, not stated 2. 

In the same towns 118 persons died aged 90 years and upwards, 32 
being males and 86 females. The eldest were the widow of a master 
plasterer and the widow of a minister, both aged 99 years. Three females 
were aged 98, and one male, a shipwright, was aged 97. 


MARRIAGES IN THE EIGHT TOWNS. 


15,200 marriages were registered in the above during the year, which 
is at the rate of 95 in every ten thousand of their estimated population. 
The rate varies in the different towns. Thus it is 101 in like propor- 
tion in Glasgow, and 100 in Edinburgh, 77 in Dundee, 94 in Aberdeen, 
69 in Leith, 85 in Paisley, 87 in Greenock, and 98 in Perth, 


WEATHER AND ITS INFLUENCE ON THE MORTALITY. 


The following remarks on the weather of the year are extracted from — 
the Notes made by Dr. Buchan, under the Council of the Scottish Meteoro- 
logical Society, which appear in the Registrar - General’s Monthly 
Reports :— 

January was characterised by a mean barometric pressure a little 
less than the average, with a very low monthly range; a mean tempera- 
ture fully a degree above the average, with a mean daily range decidedly 
under the average; a mean humidity under the average; a mean rainfall 
much in excess of the average, falling more frequently than the average ; 
winds blowing with nearly the average direction and force. 

February was characterised by a very low mean barometric pressure, 
with a large monthly range; an exceedingly low mean temperature, with 
a rather large mean daily range; a mean humidity under the average; a 
mean rainfall above the average, falling on one day less than the average ; 
and four days’ excess of northerly and easterly winds. 

March was characterised by a very high mean barometric pressure, 
with a monthly range somewhat under the average; a low mean tempera- 
ture, with a nearly average mean daily range; a very low mean humidity ; 
a very small rainfall, particularly in the west, falling on four days fewer 
than the average ; and six days excess of north-westerly and north-easterly 
winds, 

April was characterised by a mean barometric pressure a little less 
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than the average, with a monthly range greatly above it ; a mean tempera- 
ture fully a degree above the average, with a mean daily range considerably 
above it; a mean humidity slightly below the average; a mean rainfall 
rather under the average, falling on three days more than the average; and 
six days’ excess of westerly winds, blowing with a force considerably above 
the average.

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May was characterised by a mean barometric pressure a little less 
than the average, with a monthly range considerably more than the 
average ; a mean temperature nearly half a degree above the average, with 
a mean daily range a little under the average; a rather low mean 
humidity ; a mean rainfall a little under the average, falling on the average 
number of days; and two days excess of south winds, with a wind force 
greatly above the average. 

June was characterised by a mean barometric pressure below the 
average, with a monthly range slightly above the average; a mean tempera- 
ture nearly a degree above the average, with a mean daily range near the 
average; a mean humidity slightly above the average; a mean rainfall 
nearly the third of an inch above the average, falling on four days more 
than usual; and an excess of four days of north-easterly, south-easterly, 
and southerly, anda defect of four days of south-westerly and westerly 
winds, with a wind force distinctly below the average. 

July was characterised by a mean barometric pressure a little above 
the average, with a monthly range a little less than the average; a mean 
temperature greatly above the average, and only once previously exceeded, 
in 1868, when the mean temperature was 61°°0; a mean daily range of 
temperature a degree less than the average; a mean humidity slightly 
above the average; a mean rainfall a little above the average, and falling 
on five days more than the average. 

August was characterised by a mean barometric pressure and monthly 
range both considerably above the average ; a mean temperature a degree 
less than the average, with a mean daily range much under the average ; a 
mean humidity a little above the average; a mean rainfall largely above 
the average, falling on the average number of.days; anda large excess of 
northerly and easterly winds.

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September was characterised by a mean barometric pressure greatly 
above the average, with a monthly range also considerably above the 
average; a mean temperature about a degree above the average, accom- 
panied with a very large mean daily range; a mean humidity rather under 
the average; a mean rainfall a little below the average, falling on the 
average number of days. 

October was characterised by a mean barometric pressure near the 
average of the month, with a monthly range a good deal under the average ; 
a mean temperature a little under the average, with a mean daily range 
rather above the average ; amean humidity rather more than the average ; 
a very large mean rainfall, falling on two days more than the average ; 
and five days’ excess of west-north-westerly winds, blowing with nearly 
the average force. 

November was characterised by a low mean barometric pressure, 
with a monthly range a good deal under the average ; a mean temperature 
fully a degree above the average, with a very small mean daily range; a 
mean humidity which has not been exceeded since 1874; a quite unusual 
heavy mean rainfall, falling on five days more than the average; and five 
days’ excess of south-easterly winds, of a force much less than the average. 

December was characterised by a very low barometric pressure and 
a rather low monthly range ; an almost unprecedentedly high temperature, 
higher than any recorded since December 1857, with a mean daily range 
only very slightly under the average; a mean humidity a little less than 
the average; a quite unusually heavy rainfall, with 25 rainy days, or eight 
days in excess of the average ; a large preponderance of southerly winds, and 
blowing with a mean force greater than has hitherto been recorded by the 
Society’s observers in December.

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By means of Table XIII. a comparison may be made between each 
month of 1900 and those of the decennial period between 1881-1890 as 
regards. the average temperature and the proportionate mortality experi- 
enced throughout Scotland during the above periods. The lowest mean 
temperature for 1900 was during the months of January, February, and 
March, and it was during the same months the largest numbers of actual 
deaths were registered. The smallest number of actual deaths was 
registered during September. The mean temperature of the year 1900 
as compared with that of the ten years indicates a slight advantage in the 
case of the former, it being a little higher (46°4) than the latter 
(45°.8), and, on looking at the months separately, we find that the mean 
temperature in the case of eight of the months of the years under review 1s 
above that of the same for the longer period. 

Table XIV. gives information on various points deduced from 
meteorological observations made at 65 stations throughout Scotland, and

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Hight Towns. Deaths from Miasmatics generally were registered in larger 
numbers during the first half than during the latter half of the year. 
There were 42 deaths from Smallpox during the year, all occurring in 
Glasgow ; 2 of those were registered during April, 2 during May, 4 during 
June, 7 during July, 3 during August, 4 during September, 7 during 
October, 4 during November, and 9 during December. Measles was more 
prevalent from January to July than in the later months of the year, and, 
after Hooping Cough, was the most prevalent, or at least fatal, disease of 
a zymotic character during the year; the latter affection caused a larger 
number of deaths during the late than during the early months. Scarlet 
Fever as a registered cause of death stood pre-eminently forward in no one 
special month, while Diphtheria was apparently most marked during the 
later months of the year, as also is the case with Fevers. Diarrhoea and 
‘Dysentery, as usual, show their highest mortality during the late summer 
and autumnal months. 

Phthisis, which claims many lives each month, is specially to be noted 
as a cause of death during the early months, when the registered mortality 
from this disease was greatest, being least so during August and the 
months following. Diseases affecting the Respiratory Organs, especially 
Bronchitis and Pneumonia, are usually markedly affected by climatic con- 
ditions, and we accordingly find the greatest mortality from such to occur 
during the first three and last two months, which, as seen on Table XIII, 
are the coldest, while it is at its minimum during the warmer months of 
July, August, and September. Much the same may be said of deaths due 
to Disease of the Heart and Blood Vessels, to those due to Disease of the 
Brain, and to Old Age. 

Tables XVII. and XVIII. are.so arranged as to indicate the relative 
monthly mortality at different ages among the inhabitants of the Hight 
Towns. Thus with Children (0 to 5 years) the heaviest mortality occurred 
during the months of February, October, and November, the lightest during 
May, June, and July. 

Among Adolescents (5 to 20 years) the deaths were more numerous 
during’ the first six months of the year than during the last six. 

In the case of Adults (20 to 60 years) the deaths were registered most 
decidedly in larger numbers during the first four months of the year than 
during any other month, their minimum occurring during July, August, 
and September. 

Aged persons or those over 60 years succumbed in largest numbers 
during just the same months as in the case of the last, those months in 
which climatic conditions were most severe and tell upon those exposed to 
them while in the prosecution of their daily work, and the same in the 
case of the old and feeble, who, although not perhaps so much directly 
exposed to cold and wet, are still little able to withstand their effects. 

The general mortality among the total population of these eight 
towns during 1900 was heaviest during February, followed in gradually 
diminishing numbers by January, March, April, November, December, 
May, October, July, June, September, and August.

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whole births; 597 children, or 0°457 per cent., were stated to have been 
insusceptible of vaccination in consequence of constitutional peculiarity ; 
and 355, or 0'271 per cent., from having been successfully vaccinated, but 
by persons who were not qualified to grant certificates to that effect. 
None of the children born were insusceptible from having had smallpox. 
13,719 children died before vaccination, constituting 10°489 per cent. of the 
total births, and 3920, or 2-997 per cent., were removed from the district 
in which they were born, or from some other cause were unaccounted for. 
It thus appears that for the year 1899 the number of children successfully 
vaccinated is below the average for the previous ten years, while in all 
other cases the numbers are above the average. 

In Table XX. is found a statement of the number of living children, 
those who died before vaccination being omitted, and the various 
proportions to the total number. Hence it is seen that of the 117,075 
children alive at the age of six months, 109,261, or 93°326 per cent., 
were successfully vaccinated; in 2942 cases vaccination was for some 
reason postponed, being at the rate of 2°513 per cent. of the total 
number alive ; 597 children, or 0°510 per cent., were constitutionally 
insusceptible; 355, or 0°303 per cent., were insusceptible from having 
been previously successfully vaccinated; and 3920 children, or 3°348 per 
cent., were removed from the district of birth, or from other causes were 
unaccounted for.

EXTRACTS FROM THE REGISTRARS’ NOTES RELATIVE TO THE VORKING OF 
THE VACCINATION AGT, — 


I. NORTHERN DIVISION. 
1. SHETLAND. 


2. DeLtinc.—The three cases certified ‘‘in- 
susceptible” were vaccinated by the late 
Medical Officer, who left the parish without 
certifying them, and they have now been 
certified by his successor. Of the seven un- 
accounted for, some were vaccinated as above, 
but have not yet been seen by the newly ap- 
pointed Medical Officer. 

5. (2) Burra Istes.—With regard to the 

number entered under column 7, the children 
are all living in the District, but vaccination 
has not been completed on account of the 
following peculiar circumstances: — In_ the 
month of August Dr. Forbes visited and vacci- 
nated as usual, but died the same evening on 
his way back. Some of the cases proved un- 
successful, others successful, but not yet 
examined, while others again had to be returned 
as insusceptible. A Medical Officer has been 
recently appointed. 
' 10. (2) WHITENESS AND WEISDALE,—The 
Medical Officer of the parish (Dr. Forbes) gave 
intimation to vaccinate the children on a certain 
date, but died suddenly the day before. A 
successor has only recently been appointed, and 
hence the large number yet unvaccinated. 

12. (3) Papa Srour.—It is understood that 
three of the children noted in column 2 have 
been successfully vaccinated, but owing to stress 
of weather and other causes the Medical Officer 
has been unable to again visit the island and 
grant the requisite certificates.

92d. CANNICH.—The number in column 7 
includes one illegitimate child who cannot be 
found, and two who have been vaccinated, but 
certificates not yet received. The other two 
cases are to be dealt with. 

97. (1) GueNELG.—The three cases entered 
in column 7 have all been vaccinated, but 
certificates not yet received. 

98. INVERNESS. — Defaulting parents were 
prosecuted in four cases, with the result that a 
small fine was imposed in each case, but the 
parties have continued their refusal. 

99, (1) GLENGaRRY.—The two ‘‘removed from 
Distrfct before vaccinatlon” were children of 
men employed in connection with the Invergarry 
and Fort-Augustus Railway. 


99. (2) LocHABER.—Of the three entered in 
column 7, two were the children of navvies, and 
one of a travelling tinker. Owing to the great 
extent of the District, it Js not always possible 
to get all the vaccinations done within the six 
months,

111. (1) NorrH Harris.—An epidemic of 
measles having broken out in October, and 
being prevalent in November and the greater 
part of December, accounts for the unsatisfactory 
state of vaccination. 

111. (8) BeRNERA. — The children have all 
been vaccinated, but as the Vaccinator had to 
come from North Harris they have not been 
seen by him since. 

113. Norta Urst. — Hooping-cough and 
measles have been in the parish for several 
months, 

117. (2) Sourn Snizort.—Of the two children 
unaccounted for, one was removed from the 
District and has not yet been traced; the other 
is in a remote part of the district, and the 
mother could not meet the Vaccinator owing to 
the severity of the weather. 

118. (1) BENBECULA.—There was no Medical 
Officer in the District for several months and 
hence the large number of cases unaccounted for.

168. (2) St. MacHAR (ABERDEEN), — Of the 
thirty-four cases entered in column 7, seven 
have been reported on as ‘‘not found,” six are 
under consideration of the Parish Council, and 
twenty-one were postponed to dates prior to 
31st December 1900.
